Subject: Notice of Public Scoping Period Regarding Preparation of an Environmental
Assessment (EA) for Ground-water Recharge on the San Xavier District of the Tohono
O’odham Nation, Pima County, Arizona (Action by September 7, 2008)

Attached is a scoping notice summarizing a Bureau of Reclamation and San Xavier
District (SXD) proposal to recharge ground water with water supplied by the Central
Arizona Project (CAP). The project would affect two ephemeral drainages designated
Arroyos 15 and 19 that cross the CAP Reach 6 Pipeline in the southeastern portion of
the SXD.

An EA will be prepared by Reclamation and SXD to analyze potential environmental effects of
the proposed project. During the initial scoping phase, Reclamation and the SXD are soliciting
input from the interested public to aid in the identification of key issues and alternatives related
to the proposal that should be addressed in the EA.
